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WASHINGTON, July 24.—(AP)—The text of President Roosevelt's ¢ things which no individual acting alone could even hope to bring 


speech tonight follows: 


After the adjournment of the historic special session of the con- 
gress five weeks ago I purposely refrained from addressing you for 
two very good reasons. 

First, I think that we all wanted the opportunity of a little quiet 
thought to examine and assimilate in a mental picture the crowding 
events of the 100 days which has been devoted to the starting of the 
wheels of the new deal. 

Secondly, I wanted a few weeks in which to set up the new 
administrative organization and to see the first fruits of our careful 
planning. | 

I think it will interest you if I set forth the fundamentals of this 
planning for national recovery; and this I am very certain will make 
it abundantly clear to you that all of the proposals and all of the 
legislation since the fourth day of March have not been just a col- 
lection of haphazard schemes but rather the orderly component parts 
of a connected and logical whole. 

Long before inauguration day I became convinced that individual 
effort and locai effort and even disjointed federal effort had failed 
and of necessity would fail and, therefore, that a rounded leadership 
by the federal government had become a necessity both of theory 
and of fact. Such leadership, however, had its beginning in preserving 
and strengthening the credit of the United States government, because 
without that no leadership was a possibility. For years the govern- 
ment had not lived within its income. The immediate task was to 
bring our regular expenses within our revenues. That has been done. 


It may seem inconsistent for a government to cut down its regular 
expenses and at the same time to borrow and to spend billions for an 
emergency. But it is not inconsistent because a large portion of the 
emergency money has been paid out in the form of sound loans which 
will be repaid to the treasury over a period of years; and to cover the 
rest of the emergency money we have imposed taxes to pay the interest 
and the installments on that part of the debt. 


KEPT U. S. CREDIT GOOD; 
SAVED BANK STRUCTURE. 


So you will see that we have kept our credit good. We have 
built a granite foundation in a period of confusion, That foundation 
of the federal credit stands there broad and sure. It is the base of 
the whole recovery plan. 

Then came the part of the problem that concerned the credit of 
the individual citizens themselves. You and 1 know of the banking 
crisis and of the great danger to the savings of our people.- On March 
6 every national bank was closed. One month later 90 per cent of 
the deposits in the national banks had been made available to the de- 
positors. Today only about 5 per cent of the deposits in national 
banks are still tied up. % 

The condition relating to state banks, while n6t quite so good on a 
percentage basis, is showing a steady reduction in the total of frozen 
deposits—a result much better than we had expected three months ago. 

The problem of the credit of the individual was made more diffi- 
cult because of another fact. The dollar was a different dollar from 
the one with which the average debt had been incurred. [or this rea- 
son large numbers of people were actually losing possession of and 


about. 

Here is an example. In the cotton textile code and in other agree- 
ments already signed, child labor has been abolished. That makes me 
personally happier than any other one thing with which I have been 
connected since I came to Washington. 

In the textile industry—an industry which came to me spontane- 
ously and with a splendid co-operation as soon as the recovery act 
was signed—child labor was an old evil. But no employer acting 
alone -was able to wipe it out. If one empioyer tried it, or if one 
state tried it, the costs of operation rose so high that it was impos- 
sible to compete with the employers or states which had failed to act. 

The moment the recovery act was passed, this monstrous thing 
which neither opinion nor law could reach through years of effort 
went out in a flash. 

As a British editorial put it, we did more under a code in one day 
than they in Engtland had been able to do under the common law in 
85 years of effort. 

1 use this incident, my friends, not to boast of what has already 
been done but to point the way to you for even greater co-operative 
efforts this summer and autumn. 

We are not going through another winter like the last, I doubt 
if ever any people so bravely and cheerfully endured a season half so 
bitter. We cannot ask Americans to continue to face such needless 
hardships. It is time for courageous action, and the recovery bill gives 
us the means to conquer unemployment with exactly the same weapon 
that we have used to strike down child labor. 


NO EMPLOYER WILL SUFFER 
\IF ALL JOIN IN MOVEMENT. 


The proposition is simply this: 

If all employers will act together to shorten hours and raise wages 
we can put people back to work. No employer will suffer, because the 
relative level of competitive cost will advance by the same amount for 
all. But if any considerable group should lag or shirk, this great 
opportunity will pass us by and we will go into another desperate 
winter. This must not happen. 

We have sent out to all employers an agreement which is the re- 
sult of weeks of consultation. This agreement checks against the 
voluntary codes of nearly all the large industries which have already 
been submitted. This blanket agreement carries the unanimous ap- 
proval of. the three boards which I have appointed to advise in this, 
boards representing the great leaders in labor, in industry, and in 
social service. 

The agreement has already brought a flood of approval from every 
state, and from so wide a cross-section of the common calling of in- 
dustry that I know it is fair for all. 

It is a plan—deliberate, reasonable and just—intended to put into 
effect at once the most important of the broad principles which are 
being established, industry by industry, through codes. 

Naturally, it takes a good deal of organizing and a great many 
hearings and many months to get these codes perfected and signed, 
and we cannot wait for all of them to go through. 

The blanket agreements, however, which | am sending to every 
employer, will start the wheels turning now, and not six months from 
now.

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title to their farms and homes. All of you know the financial steps 
which have been taken to correct this inequality. In addition, the 
home loan act, the farm loan act and the bankruptcy act were passed. 

It was a vital necessity to restore purchasing power by reducing 
the debt and interest charges upon our people, but while we were 
helping people to save their credit it was at the same time absolutely 
essential to do something about the physical needs of hundreds of thou- 
sands who were in dire straits at that very moment. 


Municipal and state aid were being stretched to the limit. We 
appropriated half a billion dollars to supplement their efforts and, 
in addition, as you know, we have put 300,000 young men into prac- 
tical and useful work in our forests and to prevent flood and soil 
erosion. The wages they earn are going in greater part to the sup- 
port of the nearly 1,000,000 people who constitute their families. 

In this same classification we can properly place the great public 
works program running to a total of over $3,000,000,000—to be 
used for highways and ships and flood prevention and inland navi- 
gation and thousands of self-sustaining state and municipal improve- 
ments. 

Two points should be made clear in the allotting and administration 
of these projects—first, we are using the utmost care to choose labor- 
creating quick-acting, useful projects, avoiding the smell of the pork 
barrel; and secondly, we are hoping that at least half of the money 
will come back to the government from projects which will pay for 
themselves over a period of years. 

Thus far | have spoken primarily of the foundation stones—the 
measures that were necessary to re-establish credit and to head peo- 
ple in the opposite direction by preventing distress and providing as 
much work as possible through governmental agencies. Now 1 come 
to the links which will build us a more lasting prosperity. 


CANNOT MAINTAIN NATION 
HALF BROKE, HALF BOOM. 


I have said that we cannot attain that in a nation half boom and half 
broke. If all of our people have work and fair wages and fair profits, 
they can buy the products of their neighbors and business is good. But 
if you take away the wages and the profits of half of them, business is 
only half as good. It doesn’t help much if the fortunate half is very 
prosperous—the best way is for everybody to be reasonably pros- 
perous. | 

For many years the two great barriers to & normal prosperity have 
been low farm prices and the creeping paralysis of unemployment. 
These factors have cut the purchasing power of the country in half. 
| promised action. Congress did its part when it passed the farm and 
the industrial recovery acts. Today we are putting these two acts to 
work and they will work if people understand their plain objectives. 

First, the farm act: It is based on the fact that the purchasing 
power of nearly half our population depends on adequate prices for 
farm products. We have been producing more of some crops than 
we consume or can sell in a depressed world market. The cure is 
not to produce so much. 

Without our help the farmers cannot get together and cut pro- 
duction, and the farm bill gives them a method of bringing their pro- 
duction down to a reasonable level and of obtaining reasonable prices 
for their crops. I have clearly stated that this method is in a sense 
experimental, but so far as we have gone we have reason to believe 
of the tens of millions of our people who make a living from farming 
and the distribution of farm crops, we will greatly increase the con- 
sumption of those goods which are turned out by industry. 

That brings me to the final step—bringing back industry along 
sound lines. 

Last autumn, on several occasions, I expressed my faith that we 
can make possible by democratic self-discipline in industry general 
increases in wages and shortening of hours sufficient to enable indus- 
that it will produce good results. 

It is obvious that if we can greatly increase the purchasing power 
try to pay its own workers enough to let those workers buy and use 
the things that their labor produces. 

This can be done only if we permit and encourage co-operative 
action in industry, because it is obvious that without united action a 
few selfish men in each competitive group will pay starvation wages 
and insist on long hours of work. Others in that group must either 
follow suit or close up shop. We have seen the results of action of 
that kind in the continuing descent into the economic hell of the past 


four years.

FOR IMMEDIATE CO-OPERATION. 


There is a clear way to reverse that process: If all employers in 
each competitive group agree to pay their workers the same wages— 
reasonable wages—and require the same hours—reasonable hours— 
then higher wages and shorter hours will hurt no employer. 

Moreover, such action is better for the employer than unemploy- 
ment and low wages, because it makes more buyers for his product. 
That is the simple idea which is the very heart of the industrial re- 
covery act. 

On the basis of this simple principle of everybody doing things to- 
gether, we are starting out on this nation-wide attack on unemploy- 
ment. It will succeed if our people understand it—in the big indus- 
ries, in the little shops, in the great cities and in the small villages. 

There is nothing complicated about it and there is nothing par- 
ticularly new in the principle. It goes back to the basic idea of society 


and of the nation itself, that people acting in a group can accomplish | spirit of understanding and of helpfulness. 


“& 


There are, of course, men, a few of them, who might thwart this 
great common purpose by seeking selfish advantage. There are ade- 
quate penalties in the law, but 1 am now asking the co-operation that 
comes from opinion and from. conscience. 

These are the only instruments we shall use in this great summer 
offensive against unemployment. But we shall use them to the limit 
to protect the willing from the laggard and to make the. plan succeed. 

In war, in the gloom of night attack, soldiers wear a bright badge 
on their shoulders to be sure that comrades do not fire on comrades. 
On that principle, those who co-operate in this program must know 
each other at a glance. That is why we have provided a badge of 
honor for this purpose, a simple design with a legend, ‘‘We do our 
part,”’ and I ask that all those who join with me shall display that 
badge prominently. It is essential to our purpose. 


SMALLER BUSINESSES BACKBONE 
OF ENTIRE FINANCIAL SET-UP. 


Already all the great basic industries have come forward willingly 
with proposed codes, and in these codes they accept the principles 
leading to mass re-employment. But, important as is this heartening 
demonstration, the richest field for results is among the small em- 
ployers, those whose contribution will give new work for from one 
to ten people. 7 

These smaller employers are indeed a vital part of the backbone 
of the country, and the success of our plans lies largely in their 
hands. 

Already the telegrams and letters are pouring into the White House 
—messages from employers who ask that their names be placed on 
this special roll of honor. They represent great corporations and 
companies, and partnerships and individuals. 

I ask that even before the dates set in the agreements which we 
have sent out, the employers of the country who have not already done 
so—the big fellows and the little fellows—shall at once write or tele- 
graph to me personally at the White House, expressing their inten- 
tion of going through with tHe plan. And it is my purpose to keep 
posted in the postoffice of every town, a roll of honor of all those 
who join with me. 

I want to take this occasion to say to the 24 governors who are 
now in conference in San Francisco, that nothing thus far has helped 
in strengthening this great movement more than their resolutions 
adopted at the very- outset of their meeting, giving this plan their 
instant and unanimous approval, and pledging to support it in their 
States. 

To the men and women whose lives have been darkened by the 
fact or the fear of unemployment, |] am justified in saying a word of 
encouragement because the codes and the agreements already approved, 
or about to be passed upon, prove that the plan does raise wages, and 
that it does put people back to work. 

You can look on every employer who adopts the plan as one who 
is doing his part, and those employers deserve well of everyone who 
works for a living. It will be clear to you, as it is to me, that while 
the shirking employer may undersell his competitor, the saving he 
thus makes is made at the expense of his country’s welfare. 


WORKERS ASSURED WHOLE COUNTRY 
WILL STAND FOR THEIR RIGHTS. 


While we are making this great common effort there should be 
no discord and dispute. This is no time to cavil or to question the 
standard set by this universal agreement. It is time for patience and 
understanding and co-operation. 

The workers of this country have rights under this law which can- 
not be taken from them, and nobody will be permitted to whittle them 
away, but on the other hand, no aggression is now necessary to at- 
tain those rights. 

The whole country will be united to get them for you. The 
principle that applies to the employers applies to the workers as 
well, and I ask you workers to co-operate in the same spirit. 

When Andrew Jackson, “Old Hickory,’’ died, someone asked, 
“Will he go to heaven?” and the answer was, “He will if he wants 
to.” If 1 am asked whether the American people will pull themselves 
out of this depression, | answer, “They will if they want to.” 

The essence of the plan is a universal limitation of hours of work 
per week for any individual by common consent, and a universal pay- 
ment of wages above a minimum, also by common consent. 

I cannot guarantee the success of this nation-wide plan, but the 
people of this country can guarantee its success. 1 have no faith in 
‘“cure-alls,” but I believe that we can greatly influence economic 
forces. 

I have no sympathy with the professional economists who insist that 
things must run their course and that human agencies can have no 
influence on economic ills. . 

One reason is that | happen to know that professional economists 
have changed their definition of economic laws every five or ten years 
for a very long time, but I do have faith, and retain faith, in the 
strength of common purpose, and in the strength of unified action 
taken by the American people. 

That is why I am describing to you the simple purposes and the 
solid foundations upon which our program of recovery is built. 

That is why I am asking the employers of the nation to sign this 
common covenant with me—to sign it in the name of patriotism and 
humanity. 

That is why I am asking the workers to go along with us in a

“But we shall use them to the lim- 
it,” he stated, “to protect the willing 
from the laggard and make the plan 
succeed.” 

The president said the American 
people “will pull themselves out of 
this depression if they want to.” 


He expressed his belief that the 
people would mobilize the great force 
of American public opinion behind 
the plan to divide work and to give 
all living wages. 

“The essence of the plan,” he ex- 
plained, “is a universal limitation 


of taking the initiative in, “reforming 
grain marketing practices” unless the 
exchanges obtain results by mutual 
agreement. 

Representatives of the grain ex- 
changes began drafting a code of com- 
petition today aimed to assure greater 
future stability of grain prices and to 
reduce large scale speculition. 

Pending completion of a master 
code for the grain industry and sup- 
plemental codes for its various 
branches, including exchanges, repre- 
sentatives of the markets said emer- 
gency regulations already instituted 
at the suggestion of Secretary Wal- 
lace would be continued in effect. 

These include fixing of the mini- 
mum price at which grain can be 
traded in at the closing prices of 
last Thursday, and limits on daily 
fluctuations. The daily limit as final- 
ly determined, will be eight cents a 
bushel a day for wheat and five 
cents for corn. 

Peter B. Carey, president of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, who is tak- 
ing part in the conference of the 
grain industry called by farm admin- 
istrators, after telephone conversa- 
tions with officials of the Chicago 
board at the close of the market said 
a large volume of distressed holdings 
of grain was liquidated today.

Consumption of Wool 


Declines Rapidly 


WASHINGTON, July 24—(P)— 
Whether the winters are warmer or 
the fashions have changed, the wool 
goods manufacturers have found that 
feminity uses only about one-third as 
much material for suits and dresses 
as was bought 10 years ago.

LIVING IN A LOG. 

William Beebe, the most thoroughly 
alive individual engaged in writing 
real science for lay readers, has con- 
fessed several times to an uncontrolla- 
ble desire to study the inhabitants of 
a square yard of jungle, or some simi- 
larly delimited area of land, air or 
water, In this he is simply follow- 
ing the methods of ecology in estab- 
lishing quadrats for observation. I 
have a similar craze that takes hold 
of me whenever I see a rotting log in 
the woods, and the log that doesn’t 
yield numbers of specimens is indeed 
unusual, 

The freshly fallen tree trunk doesn’t 
lend itself readily to animal habita- 
tion, but one that has soaked up the 
rains of years, and has been split 
and shattered by the action of frost; 
in short, one that is almost complete- 
ly returned to the soil from which it 
grew, supports an amazing variety of 
life. 

There are salamanders that live 
their entire lives in logs, and they are 
found around Atlanta. ‘he red- 
backed salamander (Plethodon cinere- 
us) is the most striking one, and its 
pear relative, the slimy salamander 
(P. glutinosus) is also to be found in 
moist situations of this sort, but more 
often under the log than in it, Mole 
salamanders (Ambystomidae) are also 
often found here. There are certain 
snakes such as the ring-necked and 
the red-bellied snakes that like this 


type of situation to hide in by day. 
Thus they are transients rather than 
residents, but they should be counted 
also. 

Beetles in all stages of life history 
are to be found in decaying wood. 
The large white grubs will eventually 
become the shiny brown or black bee- 
tles that you find in abundance un- 
der bark. And among other insects, 
you will find thousands of termites 
doing all that they can to hasten the 


ultimate disappearance of their home-_ 


stead. Centipedes in attractive colors 
are in most logs, and occasional scor- 
pions wave their stings as they are 
disturbed. Scorpions usually prefer 
drier places, such as the warmer hill- 
sides, where they are found under 
stones. 

Many times, upon completely re- 
moving the log from its bed of earth, 
a nest of field mice can be found, 
or at least mole runs are exposed. 
And the presence of many handsome 
slime-moulds and fungi make the care- 
ful investigation ef logs so interest- 
ing that I usually resolve much of my 
field work into log-rolling. If you 
are inclined to follow this sort of 
sport, let me ask that you remember 
to replace the wood in as near natural 
position as possible for it takes years 
of weathering to produce a habitat 
that requires less than an hour to de- 
stroy.

One does not often read in the pa- 
per about the closing of a jail. Most 
of the time we seem to have more 
prisoners than penal institutions to 
put them in. One frequently reads 
of rioting due, it is said, to over- 
crowding. Yet in England, one jail 
was recently absolutely empty and be- 
ing empty was changed into a train- 
ing school for theological students. 

No such pleasing excess of jails 
over prisoners can be a feature of the 
life in Central Europe at the present 
moment, remarks the Manchester 
Guardian and it goes on to say: “One 
never opens a paper without reading 
that all the leaders of some movement 
or party in Germany have just been 
arrested and packed off to prison, and 
Austria seems inclined fo retaliate by 
prescribing a period of preventive de- 
tention for the type of person who 
would be issuing the locking-up or- 
ders in Germany. It seems a sim- 
ple method of solving political differ- 
ences of opinion, but it must in time 
lead to a serious jail shortage. 

But perhaps the problem bears with- 
in it the seed of its own solution. 
As each fresh batch of prisoners is 
drafted off to detention they will be 
set to what we called in the war 
days “work of national importance” 
—which, in their case, will consist of 
building the jail for the next batch. 
Thus at no very distant date one-half 
of the population will be locked up 
and the other half will be looking 
after them. In the meantime, says 
the Guardian, one is apt to be re- 
minded of the cynical proposition that 
this planet represents the lunatic asy- 
lum of the universe. If that be so, 
present-day Germany must be its pad- 


ed cell.

Rose Pastor 
Stokes. 


There is romance and bitter trag- 
edy behind the death of Rose Pastor 
Stokes. From the east end of Lon- 
don some 40 years ago a Russian 
family named Pastor migrated’ to 
America and their little daughter 
found work in a cigaret factory. From 
this she got to the office of a Jew- 
ish paper, and met Harry Phelps 
Stokes, socialist member of a rich 
New York family. He and Rose Pas- 
tor were married in 1906. From then 
until 1917 she was the most promi- 
nent woman on the American social- 
ist platform. She was young and 
wistful, with a musical voice and coils 
of bronze hair, and she was known 
in every city. Soon after the Unit- 
ed States entered the war Rose Pas- 
tor Stokes was arrested on account 
of a speech in which she had said 
something about war profiteers.

Wallace Sounds Warning 
In Address To American 
Co-operation Institute. 


RALEIGH, N. C., July 24.—(?)— 
Warning that the administration will 
seek to prevent~ extreme high prices 
as well as extreme low prices for agri- 
cultural products was sounded here ta- 
night by Secretary Wallace in an ad- 
dress to the American Institute of 
Co-operation. 

Referring to the British operations 
of a few years ago, whereby the price 


.of crude rubber was stimulated from 


14 cents to more than $1 a pound, 
only to slump later under increased 
production inspired by the high price, 
the cabinet member said: 

“What was true of rubber, can 
also be true of fruit, of tobacco, of 
cotton, or most anything else. ro- 
duction control, yes; but prices must 
not be stimulated to go so high as 
to unbalance the supply and demand 
situation.” 

Under the farm adjustment act,. he 
explained, it is mandatory that prices 
be sought for agricultural products 
that will maintain a “fair exchange 
basis with prices of the things the 
farmer buys.” 

“This last point, it seems to me, is 
of the utmost importance,” he con- 
tinued. “If the machinery of the 
farm act can prevent them, the dan- 
gers of extreme prices in either direec- 
tion will be avoided. There ought not 
to be anything comparable to rubber 
at a dollar a pound.” 

Secretary Wallace discussed part 
efforts of co-operative agricultural 
organizations to increase prices for 
their members by reducing the spread 
between prices at the farm and to the 
consumer, and by limiting supplies. 

In spite of failures made by these 
non-governmental efforts, he declared 
that “the necessity for controlling 
production became increasingly ob- 
vious. . . « Other methods of raising 
prices, in so far as they succeeded, 
stimulated production and helped to 
amass our present surpluses,”

SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 24.— 


(P)—State executives attending the 


annual conference of governors here 


today unanimously promised President 
Roosevelt “‘wholehearted and‘ active 
support’ of the national recovery pro- 
gram. 

On motion of Governor Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, of Indiana, the conference voted 
that a telegram be dispatched to the 
chief executive conveying “greetings 
and a pledge of the several states rep- 
resented by this conference to the 


wholehearted and active support of 


the recovery program which you have. 


undertaken,” 


The motion was seconded by Gover-. 
nor Wilbur L. Cross, of Connecticut, | 


“in the name of the people of my 
state.” 

Governor McNutt declared that if 
the recovery program is delayed or 
fails, the country faces ‘‘an unemploy- 
ment condition this winter as severe, 
if not worse than last winter.” 

Frank Watson, introduced by Gov- 
ernor John G. Pollard, of Virginia, 
chairman, as a representative of the 
national recovery administration, said 
prices and business activity were 
showing increases which were not 
commensurate with the rise in pay 
rolls. 

Declaring that unless purchasing 
power increase precedes business ac- 
tivity and price increase the recovery 
would suffer a relapse, he said busi- 
ness activity had increased 53 per cent 
recently, prices from 30 to 56 per 
cent and pay rolls, representing pur- 
chasing power, only 24 per cent. 

Earlier the governors had heard 
Secretary of War George H. Dern 
plead for state co-operation in the 
recovery program. He warned that if 
the national industrial recovery act 
fails “our national existence will be 
at stake.”

LUMBER PRICE-FIXING 
OPPOSED AT HEARING 


“Scandals” Seen If U. S. At- 
tempts to Control Price 
Levels. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—(P)— 
Objections to the price-fixing and 
wage and hour provisions of the pro- 
a lumber code were heard today 

y the industrial administration after 
it had refused permission to the in- 
dustry to make it effective immediate- 
ly. 
Hugh S. Johnson, the industrial ad- 
ministrator, gave no reason for deny- 
ing the request that the code of fair 
competition go into operation at onc¢ 
as submitted, without prejudice to the 
final form it might take. 

He said, however, he would be glad 
to discuss the matter with the lum- 
ber men if they desired. Previous- 


~ he had asserted that the code’s 


provisions for a 40 to 48-hour work- 
ing week with wages ranging from 
$10.80 to $20.40 were "wholly unace- 
ceptable.” 

As the hearing on the proposed 
code continued, William Denman, of 
the Coos Bay Lumber Company, of 
Oregon, said it proposed “‘to have a 
government representative supervise 
price-fixing.” and added: 

_ “This will throw on the administra- 
tion the responsibility for the scandals 
certain to arise when the price is 
changed from time to time. 

“The insiders, knowing the ap- 
proaching price change, may sell their 
stocks at the higher price before the 
lower price is announced. Similarly, 
they may hold their stocks for the 
higher price is a higher price is to be 
announced.

NOTED MUSICAN, DE 


Famous Conductor-Composer 
Was Knighted in 1912 
For Artistic Merit. 


BERLIN, July 24.—(?)—Max Von, 
Schillings, an outstanding figure in 
German music for nearly 40 years. 
died today of embolism. He was 65 
years old. 

With the sudden death of Professor 
Von Schillings, Ger@an musical life 
lost one of its ablest leaders. 

The conductor-composer was knight- 
ed in 1912 for outstanding artistic 
merit, and was again honored in 
1932 when he was elected president 
of the Academy of Fine Aris. 

He became director of the Berlin 
civic opera in March of this year. 

Professor Von NSchillings was _ in- 
strumental in forming the German 
Opera Company which toured the 
United States several times until re- 
cent years. 

He composed four operas and & 
host of compositions.. His ‘Piper 
Dav’ and “Mona Lisa” were high 
spots of the 1931 seasc® in Berlin. 

The most famous of his’ works, 
perhaps, is the "Mona Lisa,” first pre- 
sented in 1931, which he started just 
before the war. When he joined his 
regiment, he took his notes along. 

“Mona Lisa” assumed shape during 
the rests of the Battle of the Marne, 
and even now certain passages bring 
to my mind certain incidents during 
the war,” Von Schillings once said. It 
was completed when the German 
army was pressing the French and 
English on the western front in 1914.
